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FOUR DEAD 
AS RESULT 


OF WRECK 


Passenger and Freight on 
Michigan Central in a 


Head-on Collision 


TWELVE ARE INJURED 


Smoking Car 
Telescoped 


Over Baggage and Three 
Hours and Fifty Minutes 
Elapsed Before First Vic- 
tim Was Removed. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Jackson, Mich., Jan. 26.—Four per- 


sons are dead and a dozen injured, 
some perhaps fatally, as the result of 
the head-on collision last night be- 
tween a passenger train and a freight 
train on the Saginaw division of the 
Michigan Central railroad, three miles 
north of here. A misunderstanding of 
orders is believed to have been re- 
sponsible for the accident. The dead: 


Cal Johnson, Jackson engineer on 


passenger train, and the following 
passengers: 
B. S. Cochran, Lansing, Mich. 
Thomas J. Scroggie, Owosso, Mich. 
J. B. Beck of Jackson, Mich. 
The seriously injured are: 
Jefferson Davis, St. Charles, Mich.; 


will probably recover. 


James B. Chaney, Highland Park, 


Detroit; recovery expected. 


Arthur Birdsell, Jackson, baggage- 


man on passenger train; recovery 
doubtful. 


Although a relief train was prompt- 


ly rushed from this city to the scene 
of the accident, it was three hours 
and fifty minutes after the crash when 
the first victim was removed 
from 


the wreckage. So great was the force 
of tbe collision that the smoking car 
•was telescoped over the baggage car, 
one car completely enveloping 
the 


otfief. The cries of the mangled and 
helpless victims within the car were 
plainly heard by the rescuers long be- 
fore a relief corps was able to pene- 
trate the twisted and jammed wreck- 
age and render assistance. 


Until the debris was cleared away 


It was Impossible to tell how many 
persons* met death in tbe collision. 


The passenger train, running on 


schedule time, was on its way from 
Bagiuaw to this city. A northbound 
freight which, it Is declared, should 
have taken a siding to allow the pas- 
senger to pass, ran beyond the switch 
and the two trains, going at a good 
rate of speed, met head-on. Tne smok- 
ing car, in whi h most of tbe casual- 
ties occurred, was completely incased 
Inside the walls of the baggage car, 
thus rendering the work of removing 
the dead and injured extremely diffi- 
cult. Both engines and several freight 
cars also were demolished. 


A wrecking crew and doctors were 


sent from this city but it took hours 
to extricate the living and the dead 
from the broken mass of wood and 
steel. 
Cal Johnson of Jackson, engineer .of 


the passenger train, was crushed to 
death between the tender and his cab. 
His fireman was hurled from the en- 
gine by the impact, but received only 
minor injuries. 
The other members 


of the engine crews jumped before the 
crash. The Identity of the others 
killed could not be learned until long 
after the accident occurred. 


Among the injured were M. E. Sher- 


wood, master mechanic of the Michi- 
gan Central of Jackson, and his wife. 
Their injuries were not serious.

This 
Drama is acknowl- 
edged by art crit- 


ics to be by far the finest production 
of moving pictures and glides ever pre- 
sented, and is to be shown, free to the 
public, in all cities and, lauds through- 
out the world, under the auspices of 
the International Bible Students Asso- 
ciation, of which Pastor Russell is 
President. 


In New York City, in his new $500,- 


000 Temple, two weeks ago/* Pastor 
Hussell presented the Drajriji for the 
first time to houses crowded from pit 
to dome. Last Sunday in the famous 
Music Hall in Cincinnati be personally 
conducted the opening of the Photo- 
Drama of Creation there.

those of the Church, His Body, prepar- 
atory to their exaltation and conse- 
quent glorious work of blessing the 
non-elect for a thousand years—"who- 
soever will.'* 


Pastor Russell yesterday forenoon 


discussed that feature of the Produc- 
tion of the Photo-Drama that relates 
to the overthrow of Israel's typical 
kingdom and the foretold re-establish- 
ment of it at the end (now due) of the 
"seven (symbolic) times" of chastise- 
ment at the bonds of Him wboae right 
it is. 
, His text nnd discourse follow: 


"Remove the diadem, and take off 


the crown: this shall not be the same. 
* * * I will overturn, overturn, over- 
turn it—until He come whose right it 
is: and I will give it unto Hiai." (Eze- 
kiel 21:20, 27.) He said: 


God established the Jewish nation as 


His representative nation, or kingdom, 
in the world, with the understanding 
that in some manner and at some time 
that nation would be the channel of 
Divine blereins: to all the families of 
the earth, in harmony with the orig- 
inal Oath-bound 
Promise made to 


Abraham. After a precarious existence 
of nearly six centuries the star of Jew- 
ish Empire set and has not risen 
since. 


The particular date at which the typ- 


ical Kingdom passed away is clearly 
marked iu the Scriptures Tlie solidity 
of the Eniriire in the hand.*: of King 


David, mid hjs HOU. King Solomon, wus 
lost In Its division In the diiys of King 
Solomon's HiiccewKir. Nevertheless, in 
harmony with the Divine prediction, 
the royal I:in- tuiiilniicd in/the tribe of 
Judah: as It Is written. /The sceptre 
shall not depart from Jndnh, nor a law- 
giver from between bis feet, until Shi- 
lob come."—tieuesls 49:10. 


The Lord's covenant with King Da- 


vid was that One from bis seed should 
be the great King over the more glori- 
ous Kingdom of God. wJien it should 
be established. 
In other words. Mes- 


siah would be of David's lineage. The 
royal family of David's line bad a pre- 
carious course for several centuries 
after King Solomon's death until Zede- 
kinh. the last king of Judab. Of him 
the Divine declaration was, "And thou, 
profane and -wicked prince of Israel, 
whose day is come when iniquity snail 
have an end, Thus salth the Lord God, 
Remove the diadem, and take off the 
crown: this shall not be the same. * * * 
I will overturn, overturn, overturn it: 
and it shall be no more, until He come 
whose right it IB; and I will give it 
unto Him." 


Thtit statement was made just prior 


to Israel's captivity to Babylon. And 
the crown and the scepter have been 
overturned ever since, and will con- 
tinue so to be until Messiah Himself, 
at His Second Advent, shall take the 
Throne as the antityplcal Son of Da- 
vid. No king of David's line has been 
in power for even a moment since the 
overthrow of King Zedekiah. True, 
Israel had the Maccabean kings under 
Gentile suzerainty, and later they had 
the House of Herod. 
But neither of 


these lines was of the House of David; 
indeed, neither was Jewish at all. King 
Zedekiah lost bis cnyvn in 606 B. C.; 
and surely the kingdom has been well 
described as "overturned, overturned": 
and it is still overturned, because the 
foreordained time has not yet come— 
although it is near. 


'Times of the Gentiles." 


There were Gentile kingdoms in the 


world long before Israel became a 
monarchy. Yet God recognized only Is- 
rael and entered into covenant rela- 
tionship with no other nation. But as 
soon as the verdict of our text was 
given against Israel, to hold until Mes- 
siah's Reign, then Divine providence 
recognized Gentile governments, al- 
though not in the same way In which 
Israel bad been recognized—not as 
kingdoms of God, but as kingdoms of 
the Gentiles. 


Nor were all Gentile nations recog- 


nized, but one great line of World- 
Empires of several dynasties which, so 
to speak, were given temporary or 
leasehold privileges covering the pe- 
riod of the overturning of Israel's 
crown—until the time for Messiah's 
Kingdom. Indeed, in portraying these 
kingdoms and their leases of power, it 
is particularly shown tbat their domin- 
ion will terminate absolutely when 
that of Messiah will begin. 


Furthermore, Moses prophesied the 


chastisement of Israel, and la symbolic 
numbers told that it would last Seven 
Times. (Leviticus 26:18, 21, 24, 28.) 
The lease of Gentile Times, or years, 
is likewise Seven Times. Both began 
to count at the same date. Hence both 
will terminate simultaneously.. When 
the lease of Gentile domination ends, 
Messiah's Kingdom will by right begin 
its Reign: and Israel. "Jacob," will be 
associated with Messiah's Empire as 
His earthly people—Abraham. Isaac, 
Jacob and the Prophets being made 
princes in all the earth as promised. 


The Prophet Daniel's Foreview. 


God through the Prophet Daniel sup- 


plies us two pictures of the Seven 
Times of Gentile domination of the 
world. One of these pictures was giv- 
en by Tislon to King Nebuchadnezzar, 
wbo overthrew the crown of King 
Zedekiah. Properly, It elves the world- 
ly view of Gentile governments. The 
whole period was represented by a 
glorious Image, whose bead was of 
gold, bis breast and bis arms of silver, 
his belly and bis thighs of brass, his 
legs of Iron, bis feet of iron and clay 
mixed. Given the pointer tbat Nebu- 
chadnezzar's kingdom represented the 
head of gold, any school boy could 
show that the next Universal Empire 
was Medo-Persia. the third Greece and 
the fourth Borne—the feet represent- 
ing Rome ecclesiastical, with her 
daughters dominating Europe today. 


We cannot here go into details ex- 


cept to note tbat "in the days of these 
kings" represented by the toes, the 
God of Heaven promised to set up His 
Kingdom-Messiah's Kingdom. This is 
symbolized as a stone cut out of a 
mountain, which struck the Image on 
its feet and demolished it completely. 
Iben the stone became a great Moun- 
tain, or Kingdom, nnd filled tbe whole 
earta—Messiah's Empire.—Dan. 231-45.

tbe Grecian Empire as a leopard; and 
the Rouutn Empire of the Cuesars as a 
uouuescript. great and terrible beast 
ferocloua tiud destructive, as tbe pages 
of lilMtory Corroborate. 


In contrast with tbese Gentile gov- 


ernments, tbe coming Kingdom of 
Messiah was represented as Auman. 
"One like unto tbe Sou of Man" took 
dominion under tbe whole heavens, in 
the name of God and as His Kingdom. 
Tbe beastly forms of government dis- 
appeared. but tbat of tbe Son of Man 
endured— accomplishing to the full tbe 
Divine purposes.— Daniel 7:1-14. 


Wh«r« Ar« W. New? 


As before suggested, the key to our 


problem lies in tbe Seven Times— the 
period of Israel's chastisement and that 
of Gentile lease of power. Tbe meas- 
urement In both cases begins at the 
time of King Zedekiah's dethronement, 
000 B. C. A Time is one year; hence 
the Seven Times are seven years— yet 
not literal years, but symbolic; and, as 
God declared through the Prophet, and 
fulfilled, each day is symbolic of a 
year. (Ezeklel 4:0.) The year Is lunar 
—300 days: hence each of tbe Seven 
Times Is 300 years; and tbe Seven 
Times equal 2520 years. 
Now note 


that these Seven Times are almost ex- 
pired: nnd hence Zionism is the watch- 
word of oil Jews who are trusting still 
in the Divine promises. 


Reckoning from the date of the de- 


thronement of King Xedekiah. we have 
the date 1915 A. D. This indicates that 
tn 1915 Messiah's invisible, spiritual 
Kingdom ,wlll be In power. The leise 
of power to tbe Gentiles will then have 
expired, nnd, Israel's disfavor will be at 
nn end 
Till" fa ft itnnlt"S an mrfnl 
Time or Trouble at that date, as tore- 
told by the Prophet Daniel and also by 
our Lord.— Daniel 12:1. 


The great trouble of 1915 will suf- 


fice for all time, as says tbe Prophet 
(Psalm 46:9.) There will be no more 
war. 
Then the "princes" of Israel will 


have dictatorial powers, backed up by 
the spiritual Kingdom— just what the 
world needs, but what it ^jare not 
trust to any imperfect men Tinder the 


reign of Sin and Death. 
Jerusalem and Messiah. 


The time has therefore come for the 


message of Isaiah 40:1, 2 to be given to 
God's ancient people. Tbe time has 
come for the fulfilment of the highest 
ideals of Zionism! He that blessetb 
Israel shall be blessed of God! He 
that ccurseth Israel shall be cursed of 
God! Let us all encourage God's an- 
cient people to go up and possess their 
land, as Cyrus did iu a figure long ago! 


It is not our tbougbt to encourage all 


Jews to return to Palestine. Many of 
them are better off where they are at 
present Only those who have faith in 
the precious promises do we encourage 
to go now. Gradually their numbers 
will increase, as faith in the promises 
of God returns to the Jewish heart 


But there is a work In which every 


Jew should have a share. If favorably 
situated, and unready to go personally, 
they should go by proxy— they should 
put plenty of money into tbe hands of 
tbe Zionist 'Manager at Jerusalem. He 
should be enabled to assist every 
worthy sou of Abraham fleeing from 
Russian persecution. 
He should be 


prepared to advance money to every 
settler to purchase every foot of land 
in Palestine that is offered for sale. He 
should be enabled to supply all w,ith 
tools, etc. He should have a free baud 
to do exploits in the name of God and 
of His Chosen People. 


Zionism will prosper, whether or not 


Messiah's Kingdom will be set up. But 
wbo will have tbe honor of having 
manifested bis faith by his works and 
by bis money? Tbe love of money is 
a root of all evil amongst all people. 
and the Jew has not escaped it Both 
Jews and Christians need the exhor 
tation not to worship the Golden Calf. 
but tbe true God. I can thus reprove 
and exhort Jew. Gentile and Christian 
tbe more freely because It is well 
known tbat I never solicit money for 
myaelf or tbe work entrusted to me 
by the Lord— not even Church col lee 
Owns— not even Insinuations that mon 
ey is scarce and desirable. I do. how 
ever, exhort Jews In prosperous cir- 
cumstances to bless their own hearts 
by helping their own countrymen to 
fulfil the holy prophecies. 


God's Great Kingdom at Hand. 


The fault of Christendom has been 


tbe rejection of tbe Divine Plan and 
the acceptance instead of a human 
plan of salvation. The Church, it was 
asserted, was to convert the world for 
Jesus and present it to Him as a tro- 
phy. Alas, we have not been able to 
convert ourselves, which is the partlc 
ular work the Master gave as to do! 
Greater humility would have shown us 
our foliy long «co.

promises abound, telling all who have 
ears to bear of the glortons Reigo of

day. 


Dr. Ingram, who has been Bishop of 


London since 1901, is the son of a 
clergyman of the Church of England 
and of the daugnter of an Anglican 
rector. He became a curate thirty 
years ago, rector of Bethnul Green in 
1895, Canon of St. Paul's Cathedral In 
1897, Bishop of Stepney in the same 
year, and Bishop of London four years 
later. 
He is a 
bachelor, whereby 


hangs a romance. While Bishop of 
Stepney, it is said, he full in love with 
the beautiful 
Lady Cynthia Dun- 


combe, a daughter of the Earl of 
Faveraham. Lady Cynthia, who was 
prominent in charitable works, enter- 
tained a great admiration for 
the 


young Bishop, and accepted his suit. 
At that time the Bishop's work was 
principally among the poor of Lon- 
don's East End, who fairly 
Idolized 


the Bishop. After a few weeks, in 
which the good Bishop fairly trod on 
air, Lady Cynthia decided that she 
would not be able to give up social 
life for the career which would face 
her as the wife of an East End Bish- 
op, and broke off the 
engagement. 


Later she married a soldier. The 
Bishop, now one of the great men of 
the church, might pick and choose 
among hundreds of lovely women who 
would doubtless be willing to share 
his glory, but he has remained stead- 
fast to the memory of his first love. 


All his life the Bishop had been an 


athlete, and last month he issued a 
challenge to meet 
anybody of his 


own age at any sort of game, golf, 
tennis, cycling, fives and skittles are 
the Bishop's favorite sports, but he 
is fond of many others, and, it is said, 
can give a fair account of himself with 
the gloves. 


Dr. Ingram has always been frank 


in his denunciations of the follies and 
vices of society, higy as well as low, 
and recently he headed a crusade for 
the upliftment of the English the- 
atre, which, he declared, had become 
decadent and immoral. 


The Rt. Rev. Daniel Sylvester Tut- 


tie, who has held the title of Bishop 
in the American branch of the Angli- 
can church for forty-seven years, was 
born at Windham, Greene county, N. 
Y., January 26, 1837. He graduated 
from Columbia and the General Theo- 
logical Seminary. He was ordained a 
deacon in 1862 and a priest, of 
the 


Protestant Episcopal chureh the fol- 
lowing year. His first charge was at 
Morris, N. Y. At the age of thirty he 
was consecrated missionary bishop of 
Montana, Utah and Idaho, where he 
served for nearly a score of years^ He 
was translated to the dioCese of Mis- 
souri in 1886, and became presiding 
bishop of the American church in 
1903, 
under that rule which gives to 


the bishop who has been longest in 
bishop's orders the work of presid- 
ing. The venerable churchman pre- 
sided over the last Episcopal general 
convention, held in New York last Oc- 
tober.

at the lake next summer. 


In past years the saloon business at 


the lake has flourished 
and during 


the past summer eight places were in 
operation at various points in Licking 
township along the east shores of the 
lake. 


Saturday's election was quietly con- 


ducted there being no disorder or ex- 
citement «f any 
kind. 
The 
steady 


rain which fell all day had much iO do 
with the light vote polled. Licking 
township has a voting strength of 
312 and but 210 votes were cast Satur- 
day. 
When the count was made seven 


votes were thrown out, not being pro- 
perly marked. 


Licking township was the only sub- 


division bordering the lake where 
sale of liquor was permitted and the 
dry majority returned makes the en- 
tire district under the ban of the law 
as far as the liquor business is con- 
cerned.

(Continued from Page One.) 


Most national banks are required to 
keep a twelve per cent, reserve on de- 
posits subject to check, and five per 
cent, on time deposits. 
National 


banks of Cleveland, Cincinnati 
and 


Columbus, reserve cities, are required 
to maintain 15 per cent reserves. 
State banks must keep 15 per cent, 
reserve. The new bill, consequently 
makes no reduction of reserves in the 
three reserve cities of Ohio, and only 
three per cent, in other sections of the 
state. 


"Every state bank and every na- 


tional bank shall have power to act 
as executor, trustee, or administrator 
of stocks and 
bonds according to 


terms of the new bill. Those which 
engage in this kind of work, 
must 


ffie bond with the state treasurer, 
as is required now of trust companies 
acting as executors. 
They must also 


get a permit from the state superin- 
tendent of banks. A copy of this per- 
mit must be filed with any court or 
individual which appoints a bank ex- 
ecutor or trustee, and bond may or 
may not be required by the court. 


National banks have been included 


in the class allowed to act as execu- 
tors since the federal comptroller of 
currency declared the state had pow- 
er to grant or disallow this power to 
banks chartered under federal bank- 
ing laws. Building and loan compa- 
nies are specifically excluded from the 
provisions of this bank. 


HAr. Davis said today the power of 


state banks to act as rea 1 estate 
agents will not interfere with mem- 
bership in the federal reserve bank- 
ing system. This statement was made 
on advice of federal authorities.
